61. (new) Aprojector according to claim 51 wherein the mounting support is a stand. 
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embodiment of Figures 21-24 may be made from two in- 
terlocking portions 310 and 312 having similar lengths. 
The portions 310 and 312 may be easily attached and de- 
tached using a bayonet type attachment mechanism. Upon 
separation the image support assemblies 302 and 304 are 
oriented adjacent the opening, thus allowing easy removal 
and change of the image source. 

[0050] Figure 25 shows a display mechanism 400 which may be 
placed in a yard or other location when any of the projec- 
tor embodiments are used outdoor. The display mecha- 
nism includes a screen 402 upon which an image may be 
directly displayed or upon which reflected images may be 
displayed. The screen is supported by two poles 404 held 
in place by a number of tethers 406. The screen my be 
made of cloth or plastic and may be generally solid or 
perforated in order to provide less wind resistance.
